Claims 1-11 are pending in this application and have been considered below. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

In Claim 9, line 2, replace "characterized in that all the windows of a step" 
to "Characterized in that all windows of step (SISO)--. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The present invention for decoding data. The closest prior art of record, 
Wang at al. (US 7,200,799 B2) shows a similar system which also discloses a 
similar decoding structure. However, Wang neither anticipate nor render obvious 
the limitation as claimed with respect to decoding method. Wang fails to teach or 
suggest the lower and upper stakes comprising a lower and upper metric vector 
initialization value that are independent of time.
